put of skim milk powder lins doubled 
In the Inst five years; the number of

doubled In tile lust six years; the 
quantity of he cream produced has 
doubled In th** last twelve years; and 
creamery butter In fifteen years. 
If 
whole-milk production continues at the 
same rate as during the last five years, 
It will double in twenty-three and a 
half years and pure bred cattle, lf 
they continue to increase as in the 
last two decades, will double In thirty 
years. 
Tho population of the United 
States comes next, having doubled In 
the last thirty-nine years; the number 
of milk cows on farms has doubled 
in the last forty-four years; factory 
cheese production has doubled in for­ 
ty-six years; and the average yield of 
milk per cow, if comino *d as in the 
last Hie years, will double In sixty 
years.
